KEW YORK, June 16.—When the 


death tale of tho General Slocum disaster 
is fully told—when tho last blackened 
body has been taken from the burned 
hulk and the swift waters of Hell Gate 
give up-their dead ,tho catastrophe will 
take its place as the'most appalling that 
haa ever.occurred in the inland waters 
of America. Definite figures on the loss 
of life cannot yet be given. That more 
than five hundred persons perished is a 
horrible certainty, but how much in ex- 
cess of that number the total will run, 
will only be known when the "missing" 
column is finished. 


All during tho night and through the 


early dawn of today tho sad work of ex- 
ploring tho Slocunrs hull went on and 
from dock.to morgue the procession of 
ambulances, each with'its pitiful load, 
wound its way from the river front to 
the morgue at the foot of 2Gth street, 
until at noon 504 bodies lay on the 
slabs. 


Most of these came from the wreck, 


but the night long patrol of the waters 
of Ease river added its ghastly quota. 


WILL REACH 1,000. ' 
". . 


At noon according to the best obtain- 


able information about 4fO persona are 
reported as missing. . The coroner's -of- 
fice, the fire department and. the police 
agree in tho estimate that the total loss 
of life will closely approximate 1,000. 


Tho fact that 24 hours after the dis- 


aster there arcxstill missing nearly 500 
persona warrants tho belief tha.t the es- 
timate of 1,000 dead will be verified, for 
tho authorities have used every source 
'at their command to locate all who es- 
caped. 


Mayor McClellau announced this aft- 


ernoon that he had decided to issue a 
proclamation asking for subscriptions 
for the burial of the dead and for such 
other immediate relief as could be giv- 


• an. He said he would ask ten men of 


.prominence to serve on a committee to 
take charge of the fund. 


At an .informal meeting of Lutheran 


ministers in tho home of the Rev. Mr. 
Haas, this. morning, an appeal to the 
ministers of all denominations to assist 
in the funeral services of the General 
Slocum'victims was prepared. 


MANY STILL IN WRECK. 


There are many bodies still in the 


hold of the burned vessel according to 
the dlvera and wreckers, but the riv.or 
is looked to complete the list. How 
many, preferring death by drowning to 
t'lie agony of death by fire, went over 


11 tho rail never to rise again during tho 


mad race of tho vessel for the beach will

treacherous watera of Hell Gate do not 
•willingly give up their victims. 


SORROW IN ONE DISTRICT. 


Unlike the Iroquois theater nnd other 


great catastrophes 
of 
recent 
years, 


where the woo of the disaster reached 
throughout the land the blow of the 
Slocum's mortality falls . practically up- 
on one little neighborhood of a great 


• 
.city. St. Mark's parish, which furnish- 
ed nearly every victim, lies within ten 
crowded blocks of the middle east side, 
and 
therein today 
there is hardly a. 


house that fs not one of mourning. Tho 
membership 
of 
the little Lutheran 


church is practically German or of Gor- 
man descent, and all of tho compara- 
tively well to do class.. 


MANY DEEDS OF HEROISM. . 


The race nf the burning steamer from 


tie moment the firo was discovered un- 
til 
her bow crashed on the shelving 


fceach of North Brother islnnd lasted lit- 
tle more titan ten minutes, ' yet that 


sufficed for deeds of heroism which 


wrapped steamer until driven off by the 
awful heat, scorched and choking. Dead 
bodies' of women were found with their 
burned arms clasping close the pitiful 
forms of little children, and babies were 
found, their tiny ' arms enfolding each 
other in the stifl" .embrace oi death. 


COWARDICE AND SELFISHNESS. 
But there is a darker side hinted at 


along the river front, whore are told 
glories that scum to be the inevitable 
accompaniment of all great ..calamities. 
There has been no- evidence of a charac- 
ter specific enough to fasten it upon in- 
dividuals and permit of punishment, but 
survivors nnd eye witnesses say that 
some brutal acts of- selfishness and cow- 
ardice on the part of tho Slocura's crew, 
were seen nnd that distress signals from 
the burring bout were disregarded by 
passing craft. One man avers that a big 
white'yacht passed the Slocura when the 
bodies of women and children were go- 
ing overboard and did not even slacken 
speed. According, to this man the yacht 
flew the pennant of the New York Yacht 
club but not the owner's pennant which 
always signifies that he is aboard, and 
after passing the Slocum she' stood' over 
to the western shore a'nd hove1 to while, 
on her bridge a man-in uniform with 
binoculars to his eye's watched the ves-; 
sol burn.

During the day yesterday 203 persons, 


were taken', to .hospitals. After treat- 
ment it was found, in many cases, that' 
tho injuries were not serious enough, to 
prevent thisir going home nnd they were 
allowed to depart. Some of those who 
remain in hospitals are still in a critical 
condition. 


All night; long crowds of people visit- 


ed the morgue with entreaties for a 
chance to make identifications. 


POSSIBLY ,1,260/LOST. 


The estimates of the number of dead 


given by officials vary exceedingly. Dr. 
Darlington, the president of the 'board- 
of health, who remained at North Broth-, 
cr island for a great portion of the 
night, gave as his estimate a total of lx- 
200 with possibilities of 1,250.' Inspector 
lirocks who had been at the scene since 
a few minutes after the accident, placed 
Ihe number at nearly 1,000. 


' MOTHER ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 
A particularly sad incident during the 


night was the attempt at suicido of a 
grief stricker. mother at the morgue. 


This woman, Mrs. Lena Rekanski, 


went there to try to 
find' her little 


daughter, Wanda, who was missing, and 
found a.', body which she " identified as 
that of her-child'.' Wandering from the^ 
morgue 
she walked down the-, string* 


piece of the pier, and'..attempted 
to 


throw herself into the 'river. She had 
been watched, however, and ^policemen 
seized .her in time to save her life. ^She 
was taken to Believ'ue'. hospital.. ' '

DIVERS BRING UP BODIES. 


All through the night and today men 


in 'diving suits, others with grappling 
hooks in their hands stood on the decks 
of tugs which hovered about tho sunken 
wreck of the General Slocum. Now and 
then n man in one of the wierd looking 
suits would slip over the side of a tug 
and sink to the bottom. 


Then another diver would appear on 


the surface. Probably he had come to 
the surface for rest and air or perhaps 
he held the body of a woman or the 


goon had .worked over her for half an 
hour she opened her eyes, and she was 
then hurried to the Lincoln hospital.. 
There it was found that ihe girl had 
been severely . burned, but. that she 
might recover. She 
- could '. remember, 


nothing of the awful events of,the .day.. 


The body of Miss Hartman WES picked 


up by one of the flotilla of rescuing boats 
which was already filled-with. a.cargo of 
dead. There being .no space for 'the 
body of Miss Hartmau, • it'was fastened 
to 
R. rope and towed astern of 
the 


launch and was liften to a pier, on the 
Manhattan side of the- river. On the 
wharf a man coming from <a neighboring, 
coal yard -carrying a tarpaulin, wrapped 
Miss Hartman in 'the sheet and helped 
to place her.in line with the row of 
dead.

One of the several vehicles pressed in- 


to service,for the transportation.of the 
dead from the docks to . the 
station 


houses conveyed Miss Hartman to -the 
Alexander station, where the unknown 
woman made the discovery that life still 
existed. At tEe hospital today it was 
stated that Miss Hartman was'improv- 
ing. 


THE WORK OF FIENDS! 


Even more horrible.than this and sim- 


ilar acts of incredible callousness is the 
story of Miss Martha' Wiegk, who says 
that while she 'struggled in the'wnter a 
boat drew alongside "of her and that 
men in her after stripping her of: rings 
nnd other jewelry .pushed her back into 
the water.' 'The body of the steward 
had been rifled when found, and of sev- 
eral hundred dollars he was supposed 
to- have in his pocket, not\a cent was 
found.

That there was terrible failure

IN LAST EMBRACE. 


At sunrise today two divers came to 


the surface. In the arms of one were 
two little girls clasped in each other's 
arms. Their hair was the same color 
and, their dresses were alike, showing 
that they were sisters. Tho other diver 
had in his arms the body, of a young wo- 
man which had .been found with those of 
the little g'irls. In her dead'hand was 
still clasped the dress of one of the 
children and the divers thought that she 
was their mother and had gone to death 
with them.

FOUND ALIVE IN MORGUE. 


Brought into the • Alexander avenue 


police station and tugged as one of. the 
unidentified dead, Clara Hartman was 
revived while she was lying an the im- 
provised morgue. A woman searching 
among the dead for a relative noticed, 
that the girl was breathing and called 
the ambulance surgeon, who found that 
there were sijns of life; After .the gur- 


mcet the responsibilities is undoubted 
No effort as far as can be learned was 
made toward equipping the helpless wo 
men and children with life preservers 
But few of those rescued and few of the 
bodies recovered'from the river had oi 
life preservers and ...according to sevgra 
statements most of these supposed ui 
struments of safety were practically 
worthless, either'coming apart when at 
tempt was made to'use them or not pos 
sessing the buoyancy they are supposed 
to have. 


There is very general criticism of the

DEADLY FUSILLADE BEGINS.

arrival of the Routs. There is a dispute 
as to whether there was any words be- 
fore the shooting began and it is also in 
doubt as to v:ho fired the first shot.

The men 
were not fifteen feet apart when the fir- 
ing ceased wid on the ground three lay 
dead, one dying with a bullet through 
his neck nnd one still stood with a-bullet 
wound through his arm and one in his 
side.

Bin me_mory 
is so perfect that hundreds of thousands 
of notes must be at the orderly and in- 
stant disposal of the will. And this is 
combined" with a multiplicity of. syn- 
chronous recollections of timbre, tempo, 
expression, etc.

nuruttr that might have been anticipat- 
ed. Neither has the value of tho short 
distance travel so much depreciated and 
n a majority of localities the best that 
can be said for the trolleys is that they 
,t least have kept tho steam rates from 
increasing their traffic. In the compari- 
son between Milwaukee and'Chicago it 
can hardly bo claimed the stetinl roads 
lave been so seriously injured, rather it 
might be said, the ordinary traveler can 
not perceive any material difference in 
the number traveling 'by 
the 
steam 


roads, in fact he can not perceive n.ny. 


The best explanation is the trolleys 


have developed" an almost entirely oew 
traffic, and this can readily bo seen by 
the ordinary citizen in his own case.

of Columbia that the removal of an em- 
ploye because 'of the pubiica'tibn in 
print of a stricture 'of the ^resident ia 
act in conflict, .with!.the' civil service 
laws, should be accepted as in the line 
of securing the best, results in the public 
service. The case in question was that 
of a Wisconsin appointee, Miss Rcb3cca 
Taylor, who had been discharged from 
the war department on account of a 
newspaper article of hers reflecting on 
the president.' The court held such dis- 
missal was not in conflict with the law, 
that the court had no right to review 
the action of an ofBcral who -had made 
a removal, for, says the court, to grant 
this right woulit be to demoralize the 
public service.

NEW YORK, June 15.—Laden with a 


•thousand excursionists, mostly women 
and children, the big steamer General 
Slocum caught five in the waters o£ Hell 
Gate today and from three hundred to 
five hundred persons perished 
in 
the 


flames or were drowned. It is impossi- 
ble to more than estimate the loss of 


life. Tho disaster is the most appalling 
that has over occurred in New York 
harbor and is made more distressing by 
the fact that most of those who lost 
their iivcs were women or children of 
tender age. Tho excursion was given 
under the auspices of St. Mark's Gorman 
Lutheran church, of which Kev. George 
C. F. Haa.s is pastor. 


DEATH WAS XEAR. 


Tho General Slocum left her'pier at rn;i into the water. 


tho foot of Third street a few minutes 
after nine o'clock. The steamer

ceeded up East river, every dpck crowd- 
ed with merry makers, the band playing . 
nnd flagj flying. Tlia Slocum had. reach-1 Q1

CLOTHING ON FIKE, 


By the time the Slocum reached One 


Hundred and Thirty-fifth street the ex- 
cursionists, driven to the rail, many of 
them with their clothing on fire, began 
to, jump overboard ty twos and threes. 
When One Hundred »nd Thirty-eighth 
strcot had been reached the heat from 
the fire had become so intense that men, 
women and children plunged overboard 
.by the score. There was.a terrific crash 
when the boat was beached. 


The boat was beached at the reef at 


the northern end of JSTorth Brother is- 
land where she rapidly burned to the 
water!s edge. 


It is said the fire started in the lunch 


counter in the' forward part of the boat. 
When the alarm spread among the pas- 
sengers the hurricane deck was crowd- 
ed, and wneu off One "Hundred and Thir- 
ty-eighth street this deck collapsed. 
Many persons'were'thrown into the wat- 
er, but hundreds were precipitated into 
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furnace. Hundreds- of small boats were +_ne ]pwcr deek which was itself a mass

jumped overboard ns rapidly as possible 
It is estimated that between 400 and 
300 persons sprang into the water. 


An eye witness said that the greatest 


loss of IKC was due to the collapsing of 
the heavy upper deck. It fell with a 
crash soon after the fire started, crush- 
ing hundreds of persons .who had gatli-. 
cred on the lower ;deck. 'It was then. 
that the greatest -panic .ensued amid the 
living stream of persons .going over the 


As far as e.ye witnesses can determine, 


the flames originated on the forward 
-part 'of the boat. Persons who saw. the 
accident from the shore say that almost 


extreme eastern end of Ixandall's island 
when firo broke out in the lunch room 
in tne bows. Members of the crew en- 
deavored to extinguish the flames. Their 
efforts were •unavailing and in an in- 
credibly short time the fire gained un- 
controllable headway. 


SCENE OF PANIC.ENSUED. 


Clouds of smoke wiled back through 


the crowded decks. The flames follow- 
ed instantly and a wild panic ensued. 
Hemmed in by the rocks ot Hell Gates 
the captain was unable to turn his ves- 
sel in tho channel and crowding on all 
steam he made for North Brother is- 
land, directly ahead. According to the 
best evidence no attempt was amde to 
lower boats or life rafts. 


At the- first rush of smoke and fire 


those on the forward deck were driven 
back and many persons were crushed 
against the rail and pushed overboard. 


HURL THEMSELVES TO DEATH. 
As the panic spread many sprang over 


/the rail at first by twos and threes and 
.then as the firo rushed after they went 
over by dozens. Crazed parents threw 
childr«n overboard and followed them- 
selves only to drown in the swift wat- 
ers of He'll Gate, As with her engines 
driving 
at full speed the big vessel 


' churned toward tho beach 
of North 


Brither island she left a train of dark 
forms in her wake and how many thus 
perished probably will never be known.

RESCUING- TUGS ABLAZE. 


Tho contiuous blast of tho Slocum's 


siren brought dozens of tugs and small 
craft to her side and the work of res- 
cue was quick and daring. Some of the 
tugs stuck to her sido until they them- 
selves were afire or were driven oft by 
the flames. When 
the steamer was 


beached quite a distance of open water 
lay botwen her and the shore and here 
many 
persons perished either in 
tho 


flames or were drowned in odors to reach 
shore. 


SURVIVORS BADLY BURNED. 


When the alarm was turned in to po- 


lice headquarters and the appalling ex- 
tent of the accident became known, the 
police reserves of all the nearby stations 
wore called out, all the available patrols 
were hurried to the scene and the hos- 
pitals in the northern part of the city 
each sent all tho available surgeons and 
nurses. 


At 1 o'clock several of the hospitals 


w«rc compelled to turn away the injur- 
ed, their accommodation* being already 
crowded. Most of thu rescued arc badly 
burned and many will die. The Slocum 
burned to the water-svcdgc after she was 
beached. 


100 BODIES SENT TO 3IORGU.K. 
Coroner's Physician Weston has noti- 


fied the morgue keeper that one hundred 
and six bodies are on the way to the 
morgue on the Miipsasoit. The superin- 
tendent of the liaijlem morgue has ask- 
ed 
the charities department 
for 200 


boxes in which to put the bodies of 
those who perished in the disaster, 


' STUCK TO THEIR POSTS, 


The disaster was witnessed by thoii- 


of' people from both shores oi the 


persons who occupied places 


on the forward deck began to jump over- 
board. Policemen in the Bronx and.Hav- 
lerii- saw the blazing boat steaming up 
the river nnd immediately began to turn 
in alarms for ambulances and fire boats. 


All the boats at North Brother island 


were sent to the assistance of the people 
in the water, and ae fast as they were 
brought ashore, were cared for in jthe 
pavilions there.

island became almost insane .from fright 
at the terrible scenes they had witness- 
ed.

SCORES DROWN IX WHIRLPOOLS. 


A large part of the crowd on the 


doomed steamer were children and there 
was little hope for them after they had 
gone overboard. The cnrjent in the 
East river at this point is very strong, 
and scores of little ones were sucked in 
by the whirlpools at 
Hell Gate. One 


man who went out in n rowboat said 
that he saw at least fifty children perish 
in these whirlpools before he could reach 
them.! 


FRIGHTFUL SCENES OP PANIC. 
The pastor of the church, Rev. George. 


C. Eph'asa, was on board with all o{ his 
family and it was reported was lost. Tlie. 
boat "caught fire, in .Hell Gate and the. 
flames had complete control-before any 
move could be made to -check them. 
Frightful scenes of panic followed. 
It 


was impossible to run the boat ashore 
because of the 'Hell Gate rocks on either 
side and the captaLn kept her headed for 
North Brothers island. Nothing could 
be done in the way of launching boats 
and as the flames advanced the passen- 
gers began to jump overboard, Thoy 
went into the river by hundreds. 


Many were rescued by tu|{s and other 


vessels, which promptly came 
to 
the 


rescue when the flames broke out. 


BODIES WASHED ASHORE, 


Persons on tug boats say that sever- 


al hundred bodies have been washed 
ashore or towed or carried in boats to 
the shore of North Brother*! island. Al- 
most every other woman who was taken 
away, was calling for her child.

good condition and ready for the excur- 
sion season. 'Aboard the steamer was 
all of the life saving apparatus'required 
by law of steamers of her capacity. 


The General Siocum's licensed captain 


Is W. P. Van Sehiick, one of the oldest 
excursion captains in New York harbor 
waters. 


HEADED AT ONCE FOR SHORE. 
The Slocum sailed from' the foot of 


Third street, East river,, shortly after 
nine o'clock. The exact point she reach- 
ed -u'hou flames were discovered ill tlio 
forward part of the boat, was off the 


oi women and children. 


ONE MAN'S HEROISM. 


A tug o£ the New York Central rail-' 
oad saved nearly a score through the 
leroism of some unknown man. This 
man stood on the paddle wheel box of 
lie Slocum and passed women and child- 
en to the tug until he was driven back 
>y. names. He then jumped into the tug 
himself. Neither 
police 
nor fireman 


vhcn they arrived waited to 
remove 


or clothes but jumped overboard 


and ss.ved a great many who would oth- 
erwise have drowned. 


Many of the bodies recovered were 


.lorribly burned. Wreckers say that it 
vill be hours before the fire in the hold 
of the boat is dut-and the bodies there 
can be recovered. Both firemen and 
wreckers say tnat the greatest loss of 
ife, extending into the hundreds, will 
be found in the hold. 


MANY WILL DIE. 


Many of those picked up alive in tKe 


.•iver will die in the hospitals. Most of 
them were frightfully burned, having d"e- 
ayed leaping'from''the boat Until their 
slothing was on fire. 


Some died in the improvised ambu- 


anccs in which they were hurried from 
,hc shore.' 


SURVIVOR'S ACCOUNT. 


John Edell, 22 years old, a survivor of 


Ihe disaster, gave the following account 
of his terrible experience, his mother 
and little brother being drowned before 
his eyes: 


"When we left the pier the decks were 


packed to the limit of their capacity. 
The band was playing and the children 
were frolicking about. As wo neared 
Hell G»te children were culled down to 
tho lower deck" where refreshments were 
served. 


"The children were falling all over 


each other in an effort to get to the ta 


which held the refreshments. With 


my mother and little, brother, Paul, I 
went to the engine room to watch the 
machinery. 


"Suddenly and 
without the least 


warning there was a burst of flames 
from the furnace loom that rushed up 
through the engine room about us set 
ting fire to the clothing of the women 
and children who were grouped about 
the engine room watching the machinery 


"There was the most terrible panic a; 


the burning women and children rushed 
out among those surrounding • the ice 
cream counter. 


"In the terrible scramble my mother 


nnd little brother were swept from me 
nnd carried toward tho side where the 
children and women with their clothes 
burning had begun to jump into the 
water. The entire deck was soon cnvcl 
oped. 


"The crew were helpless to render any 


assistance or make efforts to check the 
advance of -the 
flrc."

WENT DOWN TO DEATH. 


Persons on shore say that there wen 


scores huddled in an apparently sale po 
sition on the hurricane deck, with thi 
breeze blowing the flames and 
smoki 


away from them,, when suddenly 
tin 


deck fell in. 


After the cloud of smoke had drifted 


away 
the observers looked back- to 


whore the crowd hud been standing. Th< 
space was .vacant. 


LASHED TO .CAMP STOOLS, 


Many of the children picked up by 


small boats were lashed to camp stool 
and ..other light boat furnishings, show 
ing that some »dult had tried to malw 
the little ones safe. These precaution 
proved inadequate in the terrific current 
and in the. whirlpool. 


Very few of the children-picked u 


had on life preservers. Children canno 
get <i,t the life preservers on excursion 
boats in this harbor. They are lashe 
to the ceilings' over the docks and ca 
only be reached by a tall person. 


POLICEMEN ESCAPE. 


Paul Lebsuow, on* ol the pmsenger 


who wa» on board »ay» a ferry boa 
peiied n»ar the burning rttamer but o 
fered no assistance. Two policemen wh 
had been assigned to accompany the ex 
oursion jumped from the burning stcau 
er and reached the shore in safety. On 


of them was slightly Burned.'• 


SEEMED LIKE AN; EXPLOSION. 
The two policemen on the. boat were 


W. M. Van Ta?ael and George .ELilt. .Van 
Tas*el was on the main' deck while Kilt 
was on duty on the upper deck forward. 
Van Tassel was one of the first'to reach- 
the main land from /North'1 -Brother; is-: 
land. He said that he: heard what ,he 
believed to be an explosion, everybody

They were 
rought together in the most convenient 
laces,.all being carefully numbered and 
vefything possible for later identifica- 
on being'done.

street, crazed with' grief,; wailed that he. 
had lost his'wife ind six small- children. 
When, a policeman tried to learn his 
name he rushed away, seemingly insana. 
It is reported that ten bodies are at Oak 
Point. When the. news of the disaster 
became known there was a rush of tele- 
phonic and personal inquiries at 
the 


borne of the pastor of the church. 


George Haas, son of .the pastor, was 


the ony member of the family at home, 
and it fell to him to inform all those 
who inquired that the reports were-true. 
As the news spread .in the parish crowds 
flocked around the church and the par- 
sonage and.tho scene was a .pitiful one. 
Large numbers of them boarded the, ele-- 
vatcd trains and hastened to One Hun- 
dred and, Thirty-eighth street.

The milking shed or room being kept 
scrupulously clean, with free move- 
ment of pure air, there is an almost 
certain exemption from what are usu- 
ally called 'animal odors' In milk, but 
what really arc stable odors or .odors 
from the milker. It may be stated as 
a fact, and should always be remem- 
bered, that milk as It comes from tbe 
healthy cow is perfectly pure. It has 
by nature no unpleasant taste or smell, 
except au'occaslona! result of-^peculiar 
food, and all'those odors'and''flavor* 
which are often so objectionable get 
into the milk after it is drawn from 
the udder of the cow. They como from 
the uncleancd body of the cow herself 
or from her surroundings, the air of 
the stable, the milk vessel or the cloth- 
ing or person of the milter. These 
troubles are all avoidable; They • are 
not to be charged to the cow, but to 
the'man,, her .keeper. 
• "With the exception of some extraor- 
dinarily large milkers or for short pe- 
riods when the yield is largest, there is 
no gain in milking cows more than 
twice a day- Within limits It Is true 
that if properly done the oftener the 
cow Is milked the richer will be the 
milk, but the difference is very slight 
and seldom If ever enough to pay for 
tbq extra labor. In one of the most 
noted aud fully, authenticated cases of 
immense milk production by one cow 
(a ton or more of milk a month for a 
year) the cow was milked every sis 
hours for 365 days, every time by the 
same man and always within two min- 
utes of the Tight hour. This remarka- 
ble record was without doubt largely 
due to the milker, who was the feeder 
of the cow as well. Indeed tho year's 
performance .by .the man was as note- 
.worthy as that of the cow."

NEW YORK, June 16.—When, th 


death tale of the General Slocum disaster 
is fully told—when the last blackened 
body has been taken from the burned 
hulk and the swift -waters of He'll Gat. 
give up- their dead ,the catastrophe wil 
take its place as the'most appalling that 
has ever .occurred in the inland waters 
of America. Infinite figures on the loss 
of life cannot yet be given. That more 
than five hundred persons perished is a 
horrible certainty, but how much in ex 
cess of that number the total will run 
•will only be known when the "missing' 
column is finished. 


All during the night and through the 


early dawn of today the' sad work of ex- 
ploring the Slbcunrs hull went on and 
from dock to morgue the procossion b) 
ambulances, each with'its pitiful load, 
wound its way from the river front to 
the morgue at the foot of 2Gth street, 
until at noon 504 bodies lay on the 
slabs. 


Most of these came from the wreck. 


but the night long patrol of the waters 
of East river added its ghastly quota. 


WILL BEACH 1,000. 
'! '. 


At noon according to the best obtain- 


able information about 450 persona are 
reported as missing. The coroner's 'Of- 
fice, the fire department jind the police 
agree in the estimate that the total loss 
of life will closely approximate 1,000. 


The fact that 24 hours after the dis- 


aster there arexstill missing nearly 500 
persons warrants the belief tha.t the es- 
timate of 1,000 dead will be verified, for 


, the authorities have used every source 


at their command to locate all who es- 
caped. 


Mayor McClcllan announced this aft- 


ernoon that he had decided to issue a 
proclamation asking for subscriptions 
for the burial of the dead and for such 
other immediate relief as could be giv- 
en. He said he would ask ten men of 
prominence to serve on a committee to 
take charge of the fund. 


At an informal meeting of Lutheran 


ministers in the home of the Rev. Mr. 
Haas, this. morning, an appeal to the 
ministers of all denominations to assist 
in the funeral services of the General 
Slocum victims was prepared. 


MANY STILL IN WRECK. 


There are many bodies still in the 


hold of the burned vessel according to 
the divers and wreckers, but the riv.er 
is looked to complete the list. How- 
many, preferring death by drowning to 
fae agony of death by fire, went over 
. the rail never to rise again during the 
mad race of the vessel for the beach will' 
probably

known, for the 


treacherous waters of Hell Gate do not 
•willingly give up their victims. 


SORROW IN ONE DISTRICT. 


Unlike the Iroquois theater and other 


great catastrophes of recent years, 
where the woe of the disaster reached 
throughout the land the blow of the 
Slocum's mortality falls practically up- 
on one little neighborhood of a great 
citj. St. Mark's parish, which furnish- 
ed neni-ly every victim, lies within ten 
crowded blocks of the middle east side, 
and 
therein today there is hardly 
a. 


house that is not one o'f mourning. The 
membership of

church is practically German or of Ger- 
man descent, and all of the compara- 
tively well to do class. 


MANY DEEDS OF HEROISM. 


The race of the burning steamer from 


tie moment the fire was discovered un- 
til her bow crashed on the shelving 
beach of North Brother island lasted lit- 
tle more than ten minutes, " yet 
that 


for deeds of heroism which 


make the one bright chapter 
in 
th 


heartrending story. Brave men, devot 
ed mothers and eve'iTmaidens' and youth 
of tender years each contributed 'thei 
part to the roll of "heroic .iicts. Ther 
were rescues in the face* of almost,cer 
tain death, and useless but exalted sel: 
sacrifice. The credit "for '/the greates 
saving of life it» due'to- the hardy tu 
boat men and other . followers / of th 
river, who braved flames and held th 
noses of their boats against 
:the fire 


wrapped steamer until driven off by th 
awful heat, scorched and choking. Dea 
bodies'of women were found with thei 
burned arms clasping close the pitiful 
forms of little children, and babies wer 
found, their tiny' arms enfolding eae' 
other in the stiff cmbrawe of death. 


COWARDICE AND SELFISHNESS. 
But there is a darker side hinted.a 


along the river front, where are toll 
stories that seem to be the inevitabl 
accompaniment of all great calamities 
There has been no- evidence of a chariic 
ter specific enough to fasten it upon in 
dividuals and permit of punishment, bu 
survivors and eye witnesses say tha 
some brutal acts of selfishness and' cow 
ardice on the part of the Slocum's crew 
were seen and that distress-signals from 
the burning boat were disregarded b; 
passing craft. One man avers that a big 
white yacht passed the Slocum when th 
bodies of women and children were go 
ing overboard and did not even slacken 
speed. According to this man the yaeh 
flew the pennant of the New York Yacht 
club but not the owner's pennant which 
always signifies that he is 'aboard, ani 
after passing the Slocum she1 stood over 
to the western shore aW hove' to wliile 
on her bridge a- man -in uniform with 
binoculars to his eyes watched the ves 
set burn. 


During ths day yesterday 203 persons 


were taken' to .hospitals. After treat- 
ment it was found, in many cases, thai 
the injuries were not serious enough to 
prevent thfir going home and they were 
allowed to depart. Some of those who 
remain in hospitals are still in a critical 
condition. 


All nigh); long crowds of people visit- 


ed the morgue with entreaties for 
chance to make identifications. 


POSSIBLY 1,260 LOST. 


The estimates of the number of dead 
iven by official* vary exceedingly. ;Dr. 
Jarlington, the president of the board.

DIE; FIFTH BADLY HDET 


Shooting Took Place at Election 


B^oth-Shots All Well Aimed 


as Sone of Bystanders 


Were Wounded. 


BRYANTSVTLLE, Ind., June, 14.— 


Three are dead nnd two wounded, one fa- 
tally as the result of n duel fought on 
the streets of this village today. The 
dead: 


James Rout, aged 32. 
Chaa. Rout, aged 30.

Milton Tow, aged 31. 
Fatally wounded: 
James Tow, aged 32. 
Severely wounded: 
Frank Tow, aged 26. 
The fight is the culmination of a feud 


between Rout and Tow families which 
has existed 'for several years. 


ELECTION DAY. 


The Routs reside at Bedford , near 


Bryantsviile and the Tow boys are farm- 
ers near here. The latter are relatives 
of the Tow family which participated in 
the notorious Tow-Bass feud which form- 
ed a bloody record for Lawrence county 
and southern Indiana. 
.The little village of 300 was crowded 
today.. Farmers from 
the surrounding 


country were gathering and there had, 
been considerable drinking. Today the 
two Rout brothers drove into town in a: 
livery;rig. The Tow bows were stand- 
' ing near each other in the road around! 
the election booth when the Rout boys.' 


^ drove past and it was whispered through! 
'the crowd at once that trouble would fol-i 


low.

Two weeks ago the smouldering hos- 


tility between the families had been re- 
kindled by a fancied insult to Charles- 
Rout by a young woman who favored 
one of the Tow boys. -Hostilities were 
averted at the time. Today the Rout 
brothers .openly announced on their ar- 
rival here that they had come to "even 
things up." 


DEADLY FUSILLADE BEGINS. 


Within five minutes from the time the 


Rout boys arrived in town they were 
neen approaching the booth. The Tow 
brothers drew together 
and after a 


whispered conversation of a few seconds 
stood about ten feet apart awaiting the 
arrival of the Routs. There is a dispute 
as to whether there was any words be- 
fore the shooting began and it is also in 
doubt as to who fired the first shot. 
Each of the five men drew a revolver and 
each side advanced, all firing. The men 
were not fifteen feet apart when the fir- 
ing ceased and on the ground three lay; 
dead, one dying with a bullet through' 
his neck and one still stood with a bullet 
wound through his arm and one in his 
side. "

The crowd ho.d scattered hastily when 


the shooting began and none of the by- 
standers was struck, although not over 
.23 shots were

English, of the town of Norway, came to 
Racine on business relative to the drain- 
age canals of Wiiidluke. The gentlemen 
were in consultation with attorneys and 
preliminary steps were taken for secur- 
ing a commission whose duty it shall be 
to look after the canals. On July • 16 
there will be a meeting at Norway for 
the purpose of organization. Commit- 
tees will be appointed and legal action 
pursued. 


There is an east and west canal, each 


being five miles in length. When these 
canals were constructed.it was for the 
purpose of draining the marsh .lands of 
Wind lake and1 redeeming about 0,000 
acres. The object worked to perfection 
and valuable land was cultivated. 


On account of neglect for sometime 


paat the earth on the sides of these 
streams has caved into the water; trees 
and underbrush has grown; teams drive 
through and the water has become stag- 
nant. In some places the canals are 
nearly dammed over and this causes the 
lowlands to become flooded and made 
useless. 


When the commission is named it is 


believed that the canals can be thorough- 
ly cleaned out and that clear and pure 
water will flow and that the marshes can 
be thoroughly drained and used for farm- 
ing.

United Confederate Veterans bogan their, 
fourteenth annual convention today 'and 
for the first time since the 'organization 
was formed, Gen. John B. 'Gordon, the 
beloved comnmnder-in-chief, whose body 
rests in Oakland cemetery at Atlanta did 
not preside. That his presence was sadly 
missed was apparent from the frequent 
reference to his many years of service 
as the head of the organization and his 
brilliant war record. The tabernacle was 
crowded with the veterans, sons' :of vet-i 
erans and their friends.

were the chief figures of the confederacy 
and an array of handsomely gowned di- 
vision and department sponsors.

LOYAL TO STARS AND STRIPES. 
"We accepted the results of the war, in 


good faith. We abide the arbitrament of 
the sword. We subscribe as sincerely as 
the man who fought against us to the 
sentiment, one flag, one country, one con- 
stitution, one destiny." This is now for 
us an indissohible union of indestructi- 
ble states.' We are loyal to that starry 
banner. Strange ae it may seem to, one 
who does not understand our people;. in- 
consistent and incomprehensible as it 
may appear, we salute yonder stariy 
banner — the banner of the stars arid 
stripes — as the symbol of our re-united 
country and at the same moment that 
we do homage to the memory of tile 
stars and bars. There is in, our hearts 
a double loyalty today, a loyalty to the 
present and loyalty to the dear, dew 
past. We still love our old bnttleflag 
with the southern cross upon its fiery 
folds. We have wrapped it -round our 
hearts; we have enshrined it in the sa- 
cred ark of our love; > and we will honor 
it and cherish it evermore— not now as a 
political symbol, but as the consecrated 
emblem of an heroic epoch; as -the sa- 
cred memento of a day that is dead; as 
the embodiment of memories that will be 
tender nnd holy as long as life shall 
last.

FREIGHT WRECK 


Twelve or Fourteen Head and 


Sixteen Hogs Killed-Ten 


Cars Demolished. 


DEBRIS IS SCATTERED 


ACROSS DOUBLE TRACK 


Traffic Blocked for Several Hours- 


Passenger" Trains Compelled 


to Come iu Over {ue North- 


western Boad. 


Twelve or fourteen head of cattle nnd 


sixteen hogs were killed in a freigfit 
wreck on "the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul railway, half a mile north of Cor- 
liss, about 4 o'clock this morning, and 
ten cars were demolished, completely 
blockading traffic on the system for'Sev 
eral hours, passenger trains coming 
through on the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway. 


A long freight train was running south 


and had reached the water tanks north 
of the station and was slowing up, when 
a wheel of a ca'r broke and it left the 
track. Nine other cars followed and 
went over on their sides and across the 
double -tracks. 


One of the cars contained twenty- 


eight head of cattle and another car 
eighty head of hogs, the balance of the 
cars being mostly empties. The ' ani- 
mals were piled in a heap and on top of 
each other, the wreck burying a majori- 
ty. ' The squealing of the imprisoned

Other cattle escaped and 
ran away and pigs followed. 


As soon as possible the train men and 


others released the animals not injured, 
and they .were driven into

pens west of the station. The dead cat- 
tle and hogs lay strewn about for hours. 
The cows and pigs seriously hurt were 
killed and placed' out of misery. 


LOSS $10,000 TO $12,000.

The animals had been shipped from 


the northern part of the state and were 
bound for the Chicago markets.. On ac- 
count of both tracks being covered with 
wreckage and dead animals, it was im- 
possible for any trains to get through, 
north or south. Passenger trains ran in 
over the Northwestern and the freight 
trains were sidetracked. -'At 10 o'clock 
one track wasropened for travel. 


The estimated ' loss^ to the railway 


company is 'from -'$10,000 to $15,000. 
Tracks and 'ties were torn up for quite 
a distance. Examination of the wreck 
indicates that a broken' wheel caused it.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 14, 5:12 p. m. 


—-The Japanese are displaying activity 
at all their advance lines. According to 
information in the possession of the war 
office two divisions of the enemy are now 
marching north along the railroad to- 
wards Va/angow, (25 miles above Kin 
Chou). They are having constant skir- 
mishes with the retiring Russians, but 
tlie advance is not being seriously con- 
tested. Although it is- too early to de- 
te'rnnne the exact" purpose of the ad- 
vance the presumption' of the 
general 


staff is that the northward movement is 
intended to effect a juncture at Kai 
Chou with- the column from Siu Yen, 
which IB still moving westward. The 
bombardment of the coast near Kai 
Chou and, the blockade of New Chwang 
might indicate that the ultimate object 
of, the. combined movements is to clear 
the Liao Tung peninsula of Russians and 
occupy New Chwang as a new base. The 
garrison at New Chwang, it >is claimed 
here, remains undiminished, but it is not 
believed that the Russian plans contem- 
plate a serious attempt to hold New 
Chwang. 


North of Feng Wang Cheng the Japan- 


ese are also moving. The war office has 
no advices confirmatory of their aban- 
donment of Saimr.iza; (north of Feng 
Wang Cheng and east southeast of Liao 
Yang). A' Japanese force of 3,000 men 
is reported to be moving north 
from 


Kuan Dian Siang, thirty .miles from .Sai- 
matza. The Japanese Jare strongly forti- 
fying Feng Wang Cheng as a precaution 
against possible 'disaster. 


The 'war office has advices since June 


12 from Pu-lan-tien, (in the southern 
part of the Liao Tung peninsula) and 
they do not mention the reported Jap- 
anese ambush of that date resulting in 
the loss in that vicinity to the Russians 
of 800 men. Neither has the war office 
anything confirmatory/of the reported 
ambushing and almost total destruction 
t>y the Russians of two Japanese battal- 
ions on the Hai Cheng road. The offi- 
cials of the war office discredit both re- 
ports.

The absence of official news from To- 


kip regarding Gen. Oku's movements be- 
fore Port Arthur is raising i a suspicion 
that the preliminary operations on land 
are not succeding well and that news is 
>eing withheld until the Japanese can 
announce a victory. 


200,000'MORE TROOPS. 


11:86 a. m.—The Novoe Vremya's mil- 


tary expert authoritatively denies the 
report that Gen. Stackelberg is on the 
march south. He declares that the only 
Russian forces on the Liao Tung penin- 
sula above Port Arthur1 consiet of caval- 
ry and railroad guards and adds- that it 
is scarcely possible to interfere,with the 
siege operation* before Port Arthur. The 
chief object of the Russian cavalry de- 
tachments, he aays, is to' hamper the 
movements of the Japanese column* 
Tom the south to the north. 


The calling out of the army reserves 


in the Kazan, Kieff and Moscow military 
districts was announced today. Thi* 
step is for the purpose of filling up the 
skeleton reaerve corp* and to replace the 
regular troops already gone or going to 
the front. It alao foreshadows the dis- 
patch of four Volga corps, which was 
>redicted in theao .dispatches a month 
ago. The latter would give Gen. Kuro- 
mtkin two hundred thousand more men.

OR CREMATED 


Awful Disaster Overtakes 


Steamer General Slocum La- 


den With Excursionists 


Women and Children of New York City Congre- 


gation Jump Into Hell Gate Whirlpools; 


Are Crushed by Falling Deck 


or Perish, in Flames 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Inden with a 


'thousand excursionists, mostly women 


and children, the big steamer General 
Slocum caught five in the waters of Hell 
Gate today and from three hundred to 
five hundred persons perished in 
the 


flames or were drowned. It is impossi- 
ble to more than estimate the loss of 
life. The disaster is the most appalling 
that lias ever occurred in New York 
harbor and i» made more distressin'g ov 
the fact tlmt most of those who lost 
their jives were women or children of 
tender age. The excursion was given 
under the auspices of St. Mark's German 
Lutheran church, of which Rev. George 
C. F. Hao,3 is pastor. 


DEATH WAS KEAB. 


The General Slocum left her pier at 


the foot of" Third'street a few minutes 
after nine o'clock. The steamer 
pro- 


ceeded up East river, every deck crowd- 
ed -with merry makers, the band plnying 
and flags flying. Tire Slocum had reach- 
ed a point, the Sunken Meadows, at the 
extreme eastern end of Randall's island 
when fire broke out in the lunch room 
in tne bows. Members of the crow en- 
deavored to extinguish the flames. Their 
efforts were unavailing and in an in- 
credibly short time the fire gained un- 
controllable headway. 


SCENE OF PANIC ENSUED. 


Clouds of smoke Foiled back through 


the crowded decks. The flames follow- 
ed instantly and a wild panic ensued. 
Hemmed in by the rocks of Hell Gate 
the captain was unable to turn his ves- 
sel in the channel and crowding on all 
steam he made for North Brother is- 
land, directly ahead. According to the 
best evidence no attempt was made to 
lower boats or life rafts. 


At the first rush of smoke and fir 


those on the forward deck were driven 
back and many persons were crushec 
against the rail and pushed overboard. 


HURL THEMSELVES TO DEATH. 
As the panic spread many sprang ove: 


,the rail at first by twos and threes am 
.then as the fire rushed after they wen 
over by dozens. Crazed parents thre« 
children overboard and followed them 
selves only to drown in the swift wat 
ers of Hell Gate. As with her engine; 
driving 
at full speed the

Brither island she left a train of dark 
forms in her wake and how many thus 
perished probably will never be known

RESCUING TUGS ABLAZE. 


The contiuous blast of the Slocum's 


siren brought dozens of tugs and smal 
craft to her side and the work of res- 
cue was quick and daring. Some of the 
tugs stuck to her side until they them- 
selves were afire or were driven off by 
the flames. When 
the steamer was 


beached quite a distance of open water 
lay betwen her and the shore and here 
many 'persons perished either in 
the 


flames or were drowned in cffors to reach 
shore. 


SURVIVORS BADLY BURNED. 


When the alarm was turned in to po- 


lice headquarters and the appalling ex- 
tent of the accident became known, the 


river and as rapidJjNag possible hundreds 
of small boats and launches set off to 
render 'assistance. With the boat burn- 
ing under his feet, the captain stuck to 
his post inv the pilot hoiise, and the en- 
gineer remained at his post below deck 
until the boat was beached at the lower 
end of Brithers island off Port Morris. 
Even then, the passengers were not in a 
safe position, for they were some dis- 
tance from shore and the boat was a 


"Sunken Meadows," at the extreme east 
end of Randall's island. So quick was 
the spread of the flames that the cap- 
tain of ,the Sloeum could not turn and 
,was forced to make head, on for North 
Brother island under full steam. 


CLOTHING ON FIKE^ 


By the time the Slocum reached ,0ns 


Hundred and Thirty-fifth street the ex- 
cursionists, driven, to th'e rail, many of 
them with their clothing on fire, began 
to, jump overboard ty twos and'threes. 
When One Hundred "»ni Thirty-eighth 
street had been reached the heat from 
the fire had become so intense that men, 
women and children plunged overboard 
by the score. There was a terrific crash 
when the boat was beached.' 


The boat was beached at the reef at 


the northern end of North Brother is- 
land where she rapidly burned to the 
water's edge. 


It is said the fire started in the lunch 


counter in the forward part of the boat. 
When the alarm spread among the pas- 
sengers the hurricane deck was crowd- 
ed, and waen oft" One "Hundred and Thir- 
ty-eighth street tbi» deck collapsed.

•were compelled to turn away the injur- 
ed, their accommodation* being already 
crowded. Most of the rescued are badly 
burned and many will die. The Slocum 
burned to the water's edge after she was 
beached. 


100 BODIES SENT TO MORGU.E. 


Coroner's Physician Weston has noti- 


fied the morgue keeper that one. hundred 
and six bodies arc on the way to the 
morgue on the Musaa.soit.

STUCK TO THEIR POSTS. 


The disaster was witnessed Ly thoii- 


i of people from both shores of the 


jumped overboard as rapidly as possible 
It is estimated that between 400 
500 persons sprang into the water.

the heavy upper deck. It fell with 
crash soon after the fire started, crush 
ing hundreds of persons who Imd gatl:

FRIGHTFUL SCENES OF. PANIC. 
The pastor of the.church, Rev.. George

flames had complete control -.before any 
move .could be made to .check; them. 
Frightful- scenes of .panic followed. It 
was impossible to run the boat ashore 
because of the'Hell Gate rocks on either 
side and the captain kept her Headed for 
North Brothers island. Nothing could 
be done in the way of launching boats 
and as the flames advanced the passen 
gers began to jump overboard. They 
went into the river by hundreds. 


Many were rescued by tugs and other 


vessels, which promptly came to 
the 


rescue when the flames broke out. 


BODIES WASHED ASHORE. 


Persons on tug boats say that sever 


al hundred bodies have been washed 
ashore or towed or carried in boats to 
the shore of North Brothers island. Al- 
most every other woman who was taken 
away, was calling for her child.

A tug of the New York Central rail- 


road saved nearly a score through the 
heroism of some unknown mail. This 
man stood on the paddle wheel box of 
the Slocum and passed women and child- 
ren to the tug until he was driven back 
by. flames. -He then jumped into the tug 
himseJf. Neither 
police nor 
firemen 


when they arrived waited to 
remove 


coats or clothes but jumped overboard 
and saved a great many who would oth- 
,erwise have drowned. 


Many of the bodies recovered were 


horribly burned. Wreckers say that it 
will be^hours before the five in the hold 
of the boat;is out-and the bodies there 
can be''recovered. Both firemen and 
wreckers say tnat the greatest loss of 
life, extending into the hundreds, will 
be found in the hold. 


MANY WILL DIE. 


Many of those picked up alive in tMe 


river will die in the hospitals. Most of 
them were frightfully burned, having de- 
layed leaping from" the boat until 'their 
clothing was on fire. 


Some died in the improvised ambu- 


lances in which they were hurried from 
the shore.1 


SURVIVOR'S ACCOUNT. 


. John Edel), 22 years old, a survivor of 


the disaster, gave the following account 
of his terrible experience, Ms mother 
and little brother being drowned before 
his eyes: 


"When we left the pier the decks were 


packed to the limit of their capacity. 
The band was playing ,and the children 
were frolicking about.

children and women with their clothes 
turning had betfun to jump into the 
water,, The entire deck was soon envel- 
oped,

"The crew were helpless to render any 


assistance or make efforts to check the 
advance of -the fire." '

WENT DOWN TO DEATH. 


Persons on shore say that there were 


icores huddled in an apparently safe po- 
ition on the hurricane deck, with the 
breeze blowing the flames and smoke 
away Irom them, when 
sxiddenly tho 


deck fell in. 


After the cloud of smoke had drifted 


away, the observers looked back- to 
where the crowd had been standing. The 
pace was .vacant. 


LASHED TO CAMP STOOLS. 


Many of the children picked up by 
mall boats were lashed to camp atoolg 
nd .other light boat furnishings, ahow- 
ng that some adult had tried to make 
he little ones safe. These 'precautions 
iroved inadequate in tho terrific current 
and in the whirlpool. 


Very few of the children -picked up 


had on life preservers. 
Children cannot 


get at the life preservers on excursion 
boats in this harbor. They are lashed- 
to' the ceilings' over the decks and can 
only b'e reached by a tail person. 


POLICEMEN ESCAPE. ' 


Paul Lebouow, on* of the paamngtrs 


who Wat on board iay» a ferry boat 
pc.sud n«r the burning steamer but of- 
fered no assistance. Two policemen who' 
hacl.been assigned to accompany the ex:, 
cuvsioji jumped from the burning steftni- 
er and reached^the shoro in safety.- One 


of them wan slightly burned. 


SEEMED LIKE AN'EXPLOSION. 


The two policemen' on the boat were 


W. M. Van Taegel and George Kilt. Van 
Taaiel wan on the main' deck while Kilt 
wa.» on duty on the upper deck forward 
Van Tassel was one of the first to reach 
the main land from/North' Brother is- 
land. He said that -he- heard what he 
believed to be an explosion, everybody 
screamed and some men assisted women 
to put on life preservers, while others 
appeared to be unable'to do ^anything. 


"1 got on one side of, the, boat/' he 


said, "and-tried to .quiet people in whicli 
I succeeded to an extent. A few min- 
utes later' the upper deck gave way and 
I was carried down with others into the 
water. I managed to gwim to a dock 
OB, North Brother island." 


' HELPED RESCUE MANY. 


Patrolman Kilt had a, similar exper- 


ience.- Ho said he tried to quiet 
the 


passengers -on his deek but could not 
and when the decks gave way he fell in- 
to the water with- them,' swimming to 
the dock where he and Van Tassel pull- 
ed a number of persona from the water. 


IDENTIFICATION IMPOSSIBLE. 


No identification was possible of the 


first bodies recovered" as they were pick- 
ed up at so many different places, many 
being found along the shores and on the 
islands in the East river. They were 
brought together in the most convenient 
places, all being carefully numbered and 
everything possible for later identifica- 
tion being done. The tugs and other 
boats which rescued many 
from jthe 


burning steamer and from 
the water 


landed them at the nearest points and 
returned to the scene of the disaster-in 
the hope of resiling others. This made 
it also impossible to learn wh» had been 
rescued and added to the fen. 3 of those 
trying to learn the fate of friends or 
relatives,' 


Seventeen bodies, eleven unidentified 


women and six unidentified children, all 
under five years ol age, were, taken to 
the Alexander avenue station within less 


than an hpur after the flre had first 
broken out. 


PILED HIGH: WITH DEAD. 


The dock* a!t,132d and l38th street,

street, crazed with grief, wailed that he, 
bad los1* Ws wife1 and six emali children.

When the.newg of'the disaster 
became known there was a rush of tele- 
phonic and personal inquiries at

home of the pastor of the church. 


George Haas, son of the pastor, wa« 


the ony member ol the family at home, 
and it fell to him to Inform all tfioee 
who inquired that the reports were true- 
As the news spread .in the parish crowds 
flocked around the church and the'par- 
sonage and the scene was a pitiful one. 
Large numbers of them boarded the, ele-, 
vated trains and hastened to One Hun- 
dred and. Thirty -eighth street. Business 
practically was at a standstill in'the 
neighborhood.

In farmers' bulletin No. 65, Issued by

"A herd of good dairy cows deserves 


to have good care, «nd this can only 
be insured by having tbe right kind of 
attendants. It the owner, is unable to 
either attend the cows himself ,pr give 
the matter, personal supervision twice 
a dajr or more, it is to his Interest and 
profit to be certain that bis employees 
'are' trustworthy and fit to be cow keep- 
ers/ Every, one should be quiet, even 
tempered, gentle and regular and clean- 
ly in bis habits. A cow abominates an 
unclean, man. Tobacco in all Its forms 
Is obnoxious to every department 'of 
dliirylng. All the work about the herd 
should be done with tbe utmost system 
and regularity— stable cleaning,, groom- 
ing, exercise, watering, feeding, milk- 
ing— a fixed time for everything, and 
everything at Its time, 'on the dot.' 
,' 


"Nothing has been, produced which 


begins to compare with -the human 
hand as a milking machine. Cleanli- 
ness and regularity are the first requi- 
sites in good milking.. Next, quiet and 
gentleness should be accompanied by 
quickness. Two milkers, one rapid and 
the other slow, the cow being accus- 
tomed to botb, will get about 'the' same 
quaritity of milk in any given numbejr 
of .days, but the former will ' get tbe 
more fat. The quicker, the- milking the 
richer- the milk; if the work Js done 
well and completely. The difference 
may not be great, but it is measurable 
in butter and money. Again, two. men 
milking like quantities in like time, 
from tbe same cows or animals, giving 
,mllk usually just alike, Vlll get-dlffer- 
,erit results ;a a to richness, and if they 
change^ places' tb*; richer. Wlkf ls; s«-

"A very good practice, although un- 


common, Is to take every cow to u par- 
ticular place to be milked, apart from 
where she usually stands, this to be.. a 
clean and airy place, 'like an open shed! 
Tbe milking shed or room being' kept 
scrupulously clean, with free move- 
ment of pure air, there hi an almost 
certain exemption from what are usu- 
ally called 'animal odors' in milk, but 
what really^ are stable odors- or .odors 
from the milker. It may be stated as 
a fact; and should always be remem- 
bered, that milk as It comes from the 
healthy cow Is perfectly pure. It has 
by nature no, unpleasant taste or smell, 
except an'occaslona! result oftpecuUar 
food, and all "those odor's "and" flavors 
which are often so objectionable get 
into the milk after it is drawn from 
the adder of the cow. They come from 
the uncleaned body .of the cow herself 
or from her 'surroundings, the air of 
the stable, the milk vessel or the cloth- 
ing or person of the milker. These 
troubles 'are all 'avoidable* They ' are 
not to: be charged to the cow, but to 
the man,.hcr keeper. ' 


"With 'the exception of some, extraor- 


dinarily large milkers or for short pe- 
riods when the yield is largest, there Is 
no gain in milking cows more than 
twice a day. Within limits it Is troe 
that if properly done the oftener the 
cow Is milked the richer will be the 
milk, Jmt the difference is very slight 
and seldom If ever enough to pay for 
the extra labor. In one of the most 
noted and fully/authenticated cases. of 
Immense milk production by one cow 
(a ton or more of milk a month for a 
year) the row was milked every sir 
hours tor 365 days, every time by tbe 
same man and always within two min- 
utes of the right hour. This remarka- 
ble record was without 'doubt- largely 
due to tbe milker, who was the feeder 
of the cow as well. Indeed the year's 
performance by .the man was as note- 
worthy aa that of the cow."
